The nineteen sixty-four Jesuit Ranger Football Squad enjoyed one of the most successful 
seasons in the history of the school. For new head coach Gary Pasqua and assistant Rufe 
Brewton it was a superlative beginning. They truly supplied that ‘Ranger’ spark 
which lifted this year’s Rangers to the top. 


Under Coach Pasqua Jesuit employed the two platoon system making full use of the 


abundant material that made up this year’s squad. Boasting such stalwarts as Catholic 
All-Americans Bill Lalla and Tom Higgins, and Raleigh Davis, Rick Erler, Tom 
Hoekstra, Bill DeOre, Tim Furlong, Mike Moser, Rick Sirchio, Bill Malone, Danny 
Rohmer, and Dick Harkey, the offense provided the punch that gained over 3000 
yards total offense, 11 victories, and 331 points. The defense consisted of Mike 
Everett, Pat Lindley, Rick Baker, Joe Cortemeglia, Mike Boyle, Dave McDonald, Bob 
Greathouse, Mike Belancsik, Mike Gallagher, Joe: Molina, Dick Harkey and Jerry 
Ryan. They did their job well all year producing four shutouts and holding Ranger 
opponents to only 101 points through the year. 


The much improved Ranger squad sported a new pro-set offense and: Coach Pasqua’s 
forty-four defense. They proved too much for eleven opponents, carrying the Rangers 
to the district title and the state finals. 








Rangers Drop Central, 21-8 


Jesuit opened the season against Central Cath- 
olic in San Antonio. Behind 8-7 at the half, 
the Rangers threw off their first-half jitters 
and muscled the Buttons off the field.

Playing before one of the best 
opening crowds here at Jesuit, the Rangers 
unveiled their new all-blue uniforms.

55-12. 


‘Do the Rangers pray all day or practice 
some?” inquired one St. Mark’s fan. Jesuit 
answered that question quite clearly that Friday 
night. Undefeated and appraised as one of the 
best teams in St. Mark’s history, the Lions were 
picked to gain their first victory over the 
Rangers since 1957. But Jesuit had different 
ideas as the team jelled and produced a true 
effort to burst the Lions’ balloon.
